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VBT Fire Dept. 
struggles with 
Affordable Care Act

Van Buren Township is working hard to 
comply with the country’s new Affordable 
Care Act, signed by President Obama in 
March 2010 — and the work shifts of part- 
time fire fighters are at risk. 
Fire fighters have to watch their hours 
meticulously or they could lose their jobs. 
Township Supervisor Linda Combs 
said two important designations of the 
Affordable Care Act includes whether 
or not a business is a large employer or 
a small employer. Those with at least 50 
full-time employees are considered large 
employers. 

Van Buren Township is considered a 
large employer and is required to provide 
affordable health care to all employees 
who work an average of 30 hours or more 
a week or 130 hours a month.

VBT pulls proposed changes to Rules of Conduct from agenda

After members of the public took part in an 
enthusiastic work/study session opposing 
updates to the Van Buren Township Board 
Meeting Rules of Conduct, the board 
decided to remove the item from the agenda 
for the regular meeting on March 5. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs said the 
board was listening to the people and will 
reconsider some of the changes proposed. 

Members of the audience at the March 
4 work/study session especially opposed 
cutting the time allowed to speak from the 
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present 4.5 minutes (one 3-minute speech, 
followed by a 1.5-minute speech) to 3 
minutes for one time only. 

“I have major heartburn on this,” said 
John Delaney, who had called a roomful of 
friends to attend the work/study to speak 
out against the changes. 

Delaney said all the questions and answers 
will end up at the work/study. 

“There is no time to debate,” said Clerk 
Leon Wright. “You’re not a participant 

.. were participants. You are allowed to 
comment.” 

Delaney started reading from a Michigan 
Township Association bulletin. 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan cut in 
stating the board members need to talk to 
each other to come to consensus. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said the MTA says 
that the meeting is the board’s meeting. 

“You have elected us to represent you,” 


said Supervisor Linda Combs. 

Two attorneys were waiting for the board 
to go into closed session to discuss a letter 
to Visteon, so the board wanted to suspend 
the work/study so they could meet with 
the attorneys and then come back for more 
work/study. 

Some of the people in the audience who 
had come to discuss the changes objected 
to them shutting down the meeting and 
leaving. 

Ernie Tozier said he was against limiting 
citizens to three minutes, when developers 
come in and talk for an hour. 

“That’s not fair and I’m paying your 
salary,” Tozier said. 

Supervisor Combs said, “In all fairness, 
I have not watched the clock since I’ve 
taken office ... but we have to have some 
limits.”

Clerk Wright said there are other avenues 
to talk to board members and he is not likely 
to change his mind at a board meeting. He 
said he needs the information before the 
meeting. 

Clinton Anton of Belleville said he 
received a phone call earlier that day about 
these changes and he read a prepared 
statement, saying he taught Robert’s Rules 
of Order for 30 years. 

The board then went into executive 
session, coming back later to discuss the 
subject further. 

At the next day’s regular meeting on 
March 5, Combs announced the changes 
would be reconsidered. 

During public comment Delaney said the 
public is getting less and less time to come 
up and speak in other townships, too. He 
said the changes would give VBT speakers 
“only one bite of the apple no matter how 
many items are on the agenda.” 

Delaney said Dr. Lou Bennett taught a 
session through the Michigan Township 
Association saying that the board meeting 
is only about board members and “we 
get to watch but have very little say-so 

.. Audience participation is being taken 
away.” 

Delaney said he likes to comment, “but 
it’s not about me ... This isn’t about me. 
It’s a freedom of speech issue.” He said this 
is being “mis-taught” through the MTA, 
noting other publications of the MTA have 
audience participation as a prime focus. 

“We listened to the people and we 
are going to reconsider some items,” 
Supervisor Combs said. 

“I’m glad the brakes got put on,” Delaney 
said, adding that otherwise there would be 
some major issues “litigation-wise.” 

Combs said to Delaney, “Some people 
say they don’t attend meetings because 
you, sir, monopolize the meetings.” 

Ruth Bleeker, who lived in VBT for 40 
years and then 27 in the City of Belleville, 
complimented Combs on the way the 
meetings are being run, but added, “You 
were elected to serve us.” She urged them 
to continue with the present 4.5 minutes. 

Sandy Croswell said three to four minutes 
is not enough time and meetings should be 
for everyone. “Please don’t shut the people 

ut.” She said Delaney gets requests from 
people to speak for them. 

Ernie Tozier was back voicing his concern 
of limiting residents and even the 3 minutes 
followed by 1.5 minutes isn’t enough, 
especially when you have a laundry list of 
issues to discuss. He said sometimes the 
planning commission and board members 
are cheerleaders for developers. 

“Even if we need to rant, to vent, you 
watch the clock” and then are glad when 
we are done, he said. He paraphrased Clerk 
Wright who said, at the previous day’s

meeting, “If you think I’m going to change 
my mind at a board of trustees meeting, 
you’re wrong!” He said he was saddened 
when nobody on the board said that was 
not true. 

“You’re here to help us and protect us,” 
Tozier said. 

“You’re absolutely right,’ Supervisor 
Combs said, noting the policy is being 
reconsidered. She said everyone on the 
board has an open-door policy. 

Tozier said he spent a couple of hours 
with someone on the previous board to 
explain his concerns about the Hoosier 
project and the board member then said he 
was relying on the planning commission 
and no homework was done. 

“We’re counting on you,” Tozier said. “... 
We have to live with the results of that.” 

“Be assured, we will listen to you,” 
Combs said. 

Reggie Ion also spoke against the 3- 
minute limit which gives the impression 
it’s for hushing them up. He said during 
the Hoosier discussion, the Planning 
Commission chairperson kept hitting 
people with the time limit. Ion said he 
would like to see her step down. 

Dave Frankling also spoke on the present 
Rules of Conduct that originated in 2007 
to shut people down. He pointed out 
that “chiding” is not permitted and then 
explained that the word means “gentle 
rebuke.” It’s illegal in the current law and 
should be taken out. He spoke of other 
aspects of the 3-minute rule. 

Mac Black said he has lived in VB for 46 
years and wants the board to listen to the 
residents. 

Pam Ruff of Canton asked about why there 
are no new meetings on the township’s Live 
Stream and Combs said the cable director 
had surgery and when she comes back to 
work they will be on. 

Also at the March 5 meeting, the board: 

e Approved Supervisor Combs’ 
reappointments of William Osier and G. 
Frank Bellomo to the Construction Code 
of Appeals Board with term to expire Feb. 
28, 2016;

Villa is a life-long 
resident of VBT, attended BHS and EMU 
and has a Master’s Degree in Education. He 
currently is employed by Van Buren Public 
Schools as a physical education teacher; 

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of Ordinance 2-19-2013 to amend 
the Township Zoning Ordinance pertaining 
to storm water basins and landscaping 
design standards; 

e Witnessed Clerk Wright read a 
proclamation honoring Eagle Scout Jeffrey 
Scott Neal for his work to clean up and 
improve Tyler Cemetery; and 

e Was informed that the American Council 
of Engineering Companies (ACEC) 
awarded the Merit Award to VBT’s Water 
System Improvement Project, which 


included the water tower, lake crossing 
water main, new water main, and water 
main control valves.. 

In the middle of the March 4 work/ 
study session, the board went into closed 
door session with two attorneys to 
discuss “privileged written opinion letter 
concerning Visteon.” 

Pay for lodging? 

Also at the work/study session, Treasurer 
Sharry Budd complained about Clerk 
Wright asking for payment for Michigan 
Township Association conference lodging 
at the Marriot Ren Cen for $348.66, plus 
MTA conference meals of $37.68. 

Budd said she wanted to pull the Voucher 
List out of the Consent Agenda and put it 
farther down in the meeting so she could 
vote against it. 

Budd and Trustee Jeff Jahr said at the 
budget sessions last year board members 
discussed payment for conferences, which 
is allowed under the policy. Jahr said they 
decided no one would get paid for nearby

Don’t usurp the rights 
for which I fought... 


Editor’s Note: The following statement was 
read to the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees at its work/study meeting on March 
4. The board was discussing proposed new 
meeting rules that shortened the time for a 
citizen to speak from 4.5 minutes to 3 minutes, 
among other changes. 


Madam Supervisor 
Members of the Board: 

When one reads “The Declaration of 
Independence” we remember the preamble 
and the first few lines. But when one proceeds 
to the “meat & potatoes” one finds listed, in 
abundance, the grievances alluded to King 
George III or Parliament and how they 
surreptitiously disposed of them. 

When the chairperson places time limits 
on comments it is usually for the expeditious 
management of a long agenda and for the 
conservation of continuity within a reasonable 
time frame. As excerpted from “Van Buren 
Township Resolution 2011-31” dated Oct. 4, 
2011: 

“No person shall have a second opportunity 
to address the Board until all persons have 
had a first opportunity. Comments will be 
limited to three (3) minutes per person and 
may not be ‘shared’ or ‘loaned’ to others. Time 
limitations shall be routinely imposed in a fair 
and equitable manner. However, an extension

of time is permissible at the discretion of the 
Township Supervisor or Chairman...” 

Also noted in another paragraph is the 
perfunctory statement: “Parliamentary 
Authority, Roberts Rules of Order, revised. 
Robert’s Rules of Order, as revised, shall 
govern all questions or procedures that are not 
otherwise provided by these rules or by state 
or federal law.” 

An analysis of the “three minute” abridgement 
of freedom of speech rule will be done in 
statement order would be: 


Article V Section 30 Robert’s Rules of Order 


“Limit or Extend Limits of Debate 
Motions, or order, to limit or extend the 

limits of debate, like the previous question, 
take precedence of all debatable motions, may 
be applied to any debatable motion or series 
of motions, and, if not specified to the contrary, 
apply only to the immediately pending 
question. If it is voted to limit the debate, the 
order applies to all ... 

An order modifying the limits of debate on 
a question is in force only during the session 
in which it was adopted. If the question in any 
way goes over to the next session it is divested 
of this order and open to debate according to 
the regular rules: “... (2) To limit the length of 
the debate, the motion may be made thus: “I 
move that debate on the pending amendment 
be limited to 20 minutes.” 


Article VIII Section 47 Robert’s Rules of 
Order 


“Votes that are Null and Void even if 
Unanimous 
No motion is in order that conflicts with 
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the laws of the nation or state, or with the 
assembly’s constitution or by-laws, and if such 
a motion is adopted, even by unanimous vote 
it is null and void. No rule that conflicts with a 
rule of a higher order is of any authority; thus, a 
by-law providing for the suspension by general 
consent of an article of the constitution would 
be null and void, so the general parliamentary 
rule allowing two-thirds vote to amend the by- 
laws after due notice, is only in force when the 
by-laws are silent on the subject.” 


Bill of Rights - Amendment I 

“Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom 
of speech...” 


Ergo, one may surmise that the original 
Resolution 2011-31 is invalid in its abridgment 
of freedom of speech by mandate as all three 
(Robert’s, state, and federal) organizations 
categorically reject the capricious enforcement 
of the “Three Minute Rule” as standard 
operating procedure. I take issue with anyone 
who attempts to usurp the rights for which I 
fought, for which some gave their lives, and 
for those who continue to be the guardians of 
freedom. 

Ifall is well, if all is proceeding in government 
as perceived to be an orderly and magnanimous 
entity there would be no reason for the “Three 
Minute” debacle. My suggestion is to delete 
this travesty as, again, procedural expediency 
is already accommodated in “Robert’s Rules of 
Order.”

conference lodging. 


“We’ve never paid for anything that close 
before,” Budd said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she stayed 
downtown and incurred expenses because 
they didn’t get out until late and she didn’t 
know her way around Detroit. 

“I paid my own,” Budd said, noting it was 
only 25 miles from home. 

“Two years ago I stayed and I paid for my 
conference,” said Jahr. “I agree with you 

.. I find it very difficult to drive back and 
then get up early and drive back.” 

But, Jahr recalled, “We were not going to 
ask the township to pay... I didn’t turn in 
my expenses.” 

Wright said in the past, he had turned in 
his expenses and it was a big deal, so last 
year he didn’t go.

“T refused to do that again,” Wright said, 
adding, “I totally disagree with not paying. 
Anything for elected officials should be 
reimbursed.” 

He said the MTA convention is only 
once a year and he doesn’t go to any other 
conferences. 

He said next year’s conference is in 
Traverse City. He pointed out if he’s not 
the clerk, he’s not going to be at the MTA. 

“At the budget preparation hearing, we 
said we wouldn’t pay,” Budd insisted.

position to offer health care benefits to its 
part-time employees,” Supervisor Combs 
said in a fact sheet distributed by her 
office. 

Supervisor Combs said the VBT Fire 
Department has 38 part-time, paid-on- 
call fire fighters and is hardest hit by this 
mandate. 

She said Interim Public Safety Director 
Greg Laurain and Fire Chief Dan Besson 
are working to ensure compliance with the 
Act, while at the same time maintaining 
the excellent fire fighting and medical 
emergency services VBT residents and 
others have grown to expect. 

Combs said, contrary to rumors, no 
exemptions have been made for public 
safety or fire fighting personnel. She said 
there presently exists no waiver or opt-out 
provision. 

Combs said VBT staff has been in contact 
with both federal and state legislators and 
they have met with State Senator Patrick 
Colbeck regarding the impact of the 
Affordable Care Act on fire department 
training, operation, and staffing hour 
limitations. 

On Feb. 25, Combs sent out a stern memo 
to all township directors and supervisory 
personnel informing them that as of 
March 1, the tracking of hours for all part- 
time employees would be in full effect to 
determine employee status. 

A copy of the memo was obtained by

Information Act request. 

“According to consistent attorney opinion, 
tracking of employee hours was to have 
begun in October 2012,” Combs wrote in 
the memo. “Beginning tracking on this 
date would have enabled the township to 
provide a 12-month window within which 
employers were to ensure compliance 
with the legislative mandate that full-time 
employment will be determined with 30- 
hour weekly / 130-hour monthly averages. 

“But, since tracking did not officially 
begin until February 2013, flexibility with 
hours is now significantly compromised to 
fall below this aforementioned average. 

“The auditing process for all part-time 
hours was back-tracked to Jan. 1, 2013. 
Unfortunately, several employees exceeded 
the 29-hour maximum, so the month of 
January could not be used in the tracking 
window. 

“The month of February also had a few 
part-time employees in excess of 29 hours 
per week, so February cannot be used in 
the tracking window,” she wrote. 

“Given the devastating financial impact 
the Health Care Reform Act legislation 
could have on Van Buren Township, it is 
vital that ALL part-time employees work 
neither more than 29 hours per week nor 
129 hours per month. 

“Directors have been informed regarding 
the issue that could arise with scheduling in 
months with 31 days — a 29-hour work week 
could result in significantly more than 129 
hours in the month. In those circumstances, 
directors and employees MUST plan ahead 
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and reduce the work week(s) accordingly 
to comply.” 

Combs emphasized, “Exceptions to the 
29 hours per week/129 hours per month 
will not be made under any circumstances, 
including deadlines, special events, or 
covering for absences. Please plan the 
remainder of your calendar year ahead to 
ensure adequate staffing for any issues that 
might arise.” 

Combs warns that VBT is not in the 
financial position to provide full-time 
employment or benefits for its part-time 
staff. 

“Failure of directors or supervisory 
personnel to ensure employee compliance 
will result in disciplinary action and may 
result in elimination of part-time staffing 
positions,” Combs stated.

VBT fire fighters told the Independent 
that they will have to reduce their duty 
crew hour shifts to two, 12-hour shifts a 
week, and allow five hours for training and 
call-backs. This could result in not enough 
duty crew fire fighters available to man two 
fire stations during a month, they said. 

Reportedly there was a problem with 
filling all the duty crew slots for March. 

Also, fire fighters voiced concern about 
what would happen at a big fire when some 
of the fire fighters are at their 29-hour 
limits. They asked: Would they have to 
stop fighting the fire and go home?

Question from John in Romulus: My 
wife and I recently wrote an offer on a 
home with multiple offers. Our offer was 
chosen and accepted by sellers as the 
back-up offer to a better offer the seller 
accepted as first offer. It has been a few 
weeks, and the first offer is going through 
the mortgage process. We really want this 
home, but we do not want to lose out on 
another home we would like, that might 
come on the market in the meantime. How 
long do we have to wait as a back-up buyer 
and would we lose our earnest deposit? 

Answer: If you had a clause in your 
purchase agreement, back-up offer, that 
designates a date that your offer is valid to 
-- OR language that gives you the right to 
withdraw your offer within a certain time 
period after acceptance or at anytime with 
written notice to seller of your withdrawal, 
then you can release from the offer and 
receive your deposit back. 

If you do not have any such clauses in 


the offer and you want to withdraw, ask 
your agent to notify the seller of your 
request to withdraw and if the first in 
line offer closes, the seller should return 
your deposit. -- Angela

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VBPS approves contract 
for internal connections 
to apply for E-Rate

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education approved a $143,123 bid from 
NETech Corp to install internal connections 
that would allow the district to apply for 
E-Rate funding of about $100,440 of that 
cost. 

At Monday’s school board meeting, 
Director of Finance Karen Moffitt explained 
the procedure, saying the district had to 
approve the bids for the 2013-14 school 
year before it could apply for E-Rate. 

The purchase would be contingent upon 
receiving approval for E-Rate funding. 

The internal connection bid from NETech 
was $68,923 for servers and switches 
(district cost to be $21,290.84) and up to 
$74,200 for cabling in various buildings 
(district cost to be $21,392). 

Moffitt said, if approved, the district 
would receive a reimbursement through E- 


Rate of 82% of the total cost of the internal 
connections for all buildings except 
Savage. 

One of the guidelines to qualify is the 
number of students in schools with free and 
reduced lunches, which eliminates Savage. 
Savage will get the connections at district 
expense, she said. 

Moffitt said the district received $200,000 
in E-Rate funds last year for web postings, 
local and long distance calls, and other 
usage. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel 
explained the district is still working on the 
plan for this, but the deadline to apply is 
March 14 for next school year. 

“We want to make sure the plan makes 
sense in all the buildings,” he said, adding 
they are still working on details for terms 
of 1 and 3 years. 

“This is a good deal,” he said. 

Board Vice President Martha Toth 
pointed out, “Every time we pay our 
telecommunication bill, we contribute to 
E-Rate.”
